At a hearing given in the matter, these 
tqree teachers failed to substantiate the 
specific charges that they made, al- 
though their testimony left the impres- 
sion in the minds of &ome of the com- 
mittee that there were good grounds for 
their complaints. They failed however 
to actually prove their specific charges, 
and at the close of the year, although 
they were valued and experienced teach- 
ers, they all three resigned and left our 
schools. The committee then provided 
Mr. Spaulding with <in entire new teach- 
ing force, with tie exception of Mr. Wil- 
son who held over, told him to go ahe-xd, 
and hoped for the best. 
It was but a 


short time before the Committee was 
again confronted with the complaint of 
a year ago, nan:e"y: rjde treatment, lack of 
support in the matter of discipline, and a 
belittling of the efforts of tbe under 
teachers. 
During the year the com- 


mittee has been constantly annoyed by 
these complaints, but has endeavored for 
the good of all concerned to keep things 
in motion and the teaching force together. 
The committee has accumatated during 
the year positive proof that Mr. Spauld- 
ing has changed the course of study with- 
out autnority, has made studies optional 
which were not intended to 
be so, 


has rushed certain classes through certain 
studies at break neck speed, thus exhaust- 
ing the energies of the pupils in one sub- 
ject and leaving them behind in certain 
othir equally important branches. Last 
winter, in defiance of all rules of insur- 
ance companies and common sense of 
danger, he introduced three large carboys 
of acid into the Academy premises for use 
in his chemical experiments and, although 
requested repeatedly to do so, neglected 
or refused to remove them from 
the 


premises, and they were finally taken 
away by a truckman sent by the com- 
mittee. Matters have drifted along dur- 
ing the entire year with a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction and exasperation on the part 
of the underteachers, and a still deeper 
feeling of bewilderment on the part of the 
committee that they had been unlucky 
enough to pick out six T\omen teachers 
in succession, none of whom could bring 
themselves to admire Mr. Spaulding's 
treatment of themselves or his manner of 
conducting the school. 


Th-n came the matter of the yearly ap- 


pointments. Without consulting his un- 
der teachers, who were vitally interested, 
and calling to bis counsel only the young 
man whom he afterwards announced as i 
valedictorian, Mr. Spaulding sent out one 
day the list of appointments for the com- 
ing graduating exercises, as follows: Mc- 
Gurk, first, Marcus Dean, second, and 
Miss Dean, third. Convinced that a mis- 
take hid been made, the under teachers, 
through the superintendent, called the at- 
tention of the committee to the fact. A

Spaulding's own records of the school, 
and found that a complication in comput- 
ing results had arisen by the introduction 
of a new system of marking suggested by 
Mr. Spaulding himself. But, taking these 
official figures, and giving to the new sys- 
tem of letters a valuation declared fair by 
the teachers of the schools, they found 
Miss Dean, whom Mr. Spaulding placed 
third, was first; McGurk, whom Mr. 
Spaulding placed first, was second; and 
Marcus Dean, whom 
Mr. Spaulding 


placed second, was third. The computa- 
tions were made by Mr. O. A. Archer, a 
man of good repute in the community, 
and approved as correct, after proper ex- 
amination, by a unanimous vote of the 
the school committee. Tbe committee 
were certainly not governed in their de- 
cision by loral pride or .prejudice, because 
Mcfrnik is a North Adams boy anc!

Teachers, Pupils and Alumni of 


Drury High School Gather- 


to Honor a Principal. 


EXTREMELY PIBSAXT REfEPTM- 


Perhaps Drury's Greatest Event. Speeches 


Expressing Loyalty and Condemna- 


tion. Mr. $pauldlng Made a 


Speech—"Makea Friend." 


The reception airid banquet given in 


honor of Charles Spaulding, ex-principal 
of the high school, at the Wilson last 
night was perhaps the most brilliant 
school event that has happened in town. 
Drury academy was thoroughly represent- 
ed as regards pupil* and the high school 
as to teachers, two 3nly being absent, not 
reckoning Mr. Harrington, the new prin- 
cipal. 


Previous to the banquet a reception was 


held in the parlors and almost 300 persons 
greeted Mr. Spaulding. 


When it became possible to consider tbe 


object of the gathering instead of those 
gathered the loyalt^ to Mr. Spaulding was 
seen to be very strrtngly expressed. Not 
so much in words as in other wayr, for 
the pupils had the good grace to leave 
outside the matters that have so greatly 
agitated the town's people for the past 
few days. Most of the boys and girls woi e 
some sort of badge that expressed the 
wearer's sentiments. "We are solid for 
Spaulding" was the most conspicuous 
badge, and prominent on the walls of the 
dining room was the large placard that 
adorned the curtain at the Drury minstrel 
show, having upon it the same sentiment. 
The class colors were pretty generally 
worn and the Drury pin also. It would 
not be fair to pass without noticing in 
some way the very pretty gowns. As they 
were more expressive of the tastes of the 
wearers than the sentiment of the occa- 
sion they cannot have anything more 
than the deserved Compliment that they 
were very pretty indeed.

It would have beuu very hard to have 


guessed what was the object of the bnn- 
quet when all had sat down at the tables. 
The conversation was upon almost every 
subject from poor translations of Latin to 
the kind of weather the morrow might 
bring. There was much bubbling good 
nature, and from all appearances tne 
good tnings brought on by the very atten- 
tive waitresses were inuch enjoyed. 


The regret at ttje departure of Mr. 


Spaulding, the respect in which he is held 
oy the pupils and' the indignation they 
ieel at the treatment he has received were 
all fully expressed in the short speeches 
that followed the baflquet. Harland Den- 
nett, '96, who presided said all had met to 
bid farewell to tfieir principal, Mr. 
Spaulding. He spoke of Mr. Spaulding's 
work and instanced some things which he 
attributed to his efforts mentioning a 
"Druryite that could not be suppressed." 
He bade Mr. Spaiildjf-j farewell_and said 
wherever he should go the best wishes of 
Drury would go with him. 


Miss Wood, '95, was reminiscent. She 


referred to the time when her class 
entered the high school and told of the 
fears of the class then arising from their 
unknow field and the then unknown prin- 
cipal. 
She said whatever fears were 


entertained regarding the principal were 
soon vanished, and she bore excellent tes- 
timony to his character. She expressed 
the love and respect her class had for him 
and also the regret it had at his depar- 
ture. She gave him best wishes for the 
future. 


Chrystal, '97, said with what voice he 


had left after several days hard usage of j 
it he would endeavor to express the 
thanks of his class to Mr. Spaulding. He I 
spoke of the rapid progress made in read- ' 
ing Ceasar under Mr. Spaulding, a more ! 
rapid reading than any other principal ' 
had been able to accomplish. He referred ' 
to the excellent work of Mr. Spaulding in 
teaching physics and the pleasant things 
promised the botany class, which pleasant 
promises had been destroyed by the unex- 
pected turn of events. He spoke of the ' 
pleasure all the pupils must have had ' 
who studied under Mr. Spaulding. He 
regretted some things that the pupils had

done, and made reference to school inci- j 
dents subsequent to Mr. Spaulding's dis- 
missal. He wished Mr. Spaulding all sue-.{ 
cess and hoped he would live long and 
prosper. 


Miss Lee, '96, spoke thoughtfully of the 


purpose of the assembly. She reviewed 
to some extent the history of her class 
and showed the gradual increase of the j 
respect its members have for Mr. Spauld- 
ing. She said they had derived more from 
him than mere text book study. The 
girls of 96, she (laid, feel that they have 
not only lost a teacher, but a friend. They 
very much regret his departure, she ex- 
plained, and wish him success and happi- 
ness. 


Miss Boughton, '97, fully realized her 


utter inability to express the feelings of 
the class of '»7. She reviewed the years 
with Mr. Spaulding and spoke highly of 
what they had given. 
She felt Mr. 


Spaulding had been treated shamefully 
and dwelt upon that at some length. In 
speaking of Mr. Spauldine's future she ex- 
pressed tbe hope that she yet might learn 
something from "Dr. Spaulding." She 
bade him a mournful farewell and wished 
him God speed. 


Tinker, '96, confined himself in his short 


remarks to the growth of athletics under i 
Mr. Spaulding. He stated tbe value of i 
athletics to man us expressed in the very j 
much tcid tale that the best mind can only j 
exist in the soundest body and showed 
that Mr. Spaulding had labored to develop 
such men among his pupils. The athletics 
of the school, Mr. Tinker said, have 
reached to considerable honor under Mr. 
Spanlding, and in tbe uame of the Ath- 
letic association he extended to him its 
thanks. He said Mr. Spaulding had made 
more school spirit in Drury, and had 
helped to a well educated brain living in a i 
well developed body. 


Miss Johnson, '98, extended to Mr. 


Spanlding the thanks and gratitude of her 
class. She said the class had not been as 
long with Mr. Spaulding as some others, 
yet it did not want to be behind in an ex- 
pression of an app'eciation of him. She 
had strong regard for Mr. Spaulding and 
wished him all things well. 


McGurk, '95, said that there was no 


privilege he could esteem higher that that I 
of being present to acknowledge the debt i 
of respect and gratitude which they o tred ' 
to Mr. Spanlding for his four years of Ion- j 
scientious effort in behalf of Drury's test | 
interests. The school work and gfvez- I 
ment had been successful beyond any pro- I 


cedent, and this was due, largely, to Mr. 
Spaulding's personality and influence. In 
closing he said that from Mr. Spaulding 
they had obtained something more than 
knowledge of books; ideas and principles, 
he said, had been engrafted in their minds 
to mold and shape their very lives. These 
long years of association have only served 
to strengthen the band of friendship and 
fellowship between principal and pupil, 
and to intensify our feeling of the deepest, 
sincerest respect and esteem toward him 
aa teacher and friend and man. 


Arthur M. Robinson represented the 


alumni."He could not say that it gave 
him great pleasure to address that dinner 
party, bidding farewell to Mr. Spaulding, 
bidding farewell to a man with whom 
they all had bad the most pleasant rela- 
tions, to a man whose whole aim had been 
to lift the standards of Drury, to raise the 
aims and ambitions of every student to a 
loftier plane, bidding farewell to a man 
who had worked with strenuous effort for 
five years for the betterment of our public 
schools and the benefit of our young men 
and women; but it did give him pleasure 
to see the loyal way in which the students 
carried themselves. In closing he said 
the alumni and ex-members of Drury felt 
as keen and deep regret at the departure 
of Mr. Spaulding as did the students in 
severing their closer relations with him. 


James Mack cherished the kind treat- 


ment that Mr. Spaulding had given him. 
He rejoiced to be present and speak in 
favor of such a principal. Mr. Spaulding 
is an honor to his college and his depart- 
ure is mourned. He was a friend to the 
school and tbe pupils/ He goes, but those 
who laugh last laugh best. Mr. Mack 
thought the people would vindicate Mr. 
Spaulding. 


McConnel], '94, said Ms class had abun- 


dant opportunity to know Mr. Spaulding, 
and it appreciated his efforts. He thought 
the school committee had acted in an un- 
wise manner. Mr, Spaulding's work was 
always characterized by a go-ahead spirit. 
He wished Mr. Spaulding success. 


Assistant Principal Wilson spoke very 


well of Mr. Spaulding. He said if he bad 
time he could tell many things; he could 
recall a great many 'pleasant memories. 
Mr. Spaulding had treated him to his en- 
tire satisfaction. In going out into a new 
profession, Mr. Wilson felt that Mr. 
Spanlding carried the best wishes of all 
present. He felt that in the departure of 
Mr. Spauldiag he loses one who has al- 
ways treated him squarely. 


Mr. Spaulding was announced and was 


greeted with much enthusiasm. 
He 


went back to the beginning of his con- 
nection with Drury and said that for 
the first year he did not wake up to 
the responsibilities or possibilities of his 
position. He spoke of his ambition to 
have as broad an experience ^as pos- 
sible for him to acquire and said in all 
places he had ever been he had never 
seen a work of art, he had never thought 
a thought, never had an idea that will 
lost as long with him as the sentiment 
expressed there on the wall. The only 
existence, he continued, i o'lh living is 
that which has the greatest ideal. The 
arpatsit thiijg 'n tfee .world is to make 
a friend, and tbe next greatest to stand 
by a friend. The idea of never forget- 
ting a friend is one of tbe greatest in 
the world. He regarded the present op- 
portunity as the opportunity of his life. 
He had nothing personal to say, but out- 
lined his idea of the qualities a teacher 
should possess.

Spaulding showed the importance of the 
teacher impressing the scholar. 
The 


greatest compliment one can pay you ib, 
he said, 'you are a person with a personal- 
ity, one who can make an impression, one 
whom I am glad to meet for every time I 
meet you I get something from you.' I 
find, he continued, that every person in 
the world can develop all the essential 
qualities that go to make up a great man. 
By being great we mean open to convic- 
tion, to inspection and never forgetting a 
friend. He had one thing personal to say, 
and there is one thing he would like to be 
called all the time—a person who knows a 
good thing when he sees it. He knew 
Mr. Wilson for a long time, he said, and 
could speak accurately about him. I am 
his friend and you have not a better 
friend than he. He and I have never 
wearied or faltered in our aims toward 
the object, though we have differed in 
opinions and methods. There is no one I 
would rather see my successor than Mr. 
Wilson. Mr. Spaulding expressed his de- 
sire at seeing Miss Walton present. He 
was sure she gave her best wishes to 
the pupils or she would notl have 
come. He wished all success and hoped 
they would get it. If you get your dues, 
he said, yon will always remember that 
there is nothing .too good for him who 
has the courage to stand up and take 
them. He told his hearers never to do an 
ungentlemanly act, never to rebel against 
authority. Remember, he said in closing, 
to always say I live in the world for all 
that is good, for all that is great, for all 
that is best and all that is noble. 


At the close of Mr. Spaulding's remarks 


the chairman announced that the exer- 
cises were at an end and he asked for a 
good Drury yell for the last speaker. Tbe 
yell was given with a will. The speaking 
was all received with applause and the 
witty references to recent events were 
applauded.loudly. About 130 were at the 
banquet tables and the menu was of excel- 
lent quality and variety.

The 
suit will be of doable interest because- of 
the person who brings suit and the com- 
pany which, although it does business at 
Boston, is principally composed of promi- 
nent men of North Adams and this sec- 
tion. Giles K. Tinker is general agent for 
the company. The amount Mrs. Hodge 
seeks to recover is 52,500. The policy, it is 
claimed, was issued on the Hodge grain 
elevator recently burned at Wilh'amsiown.

He is the representative in this industrial 
and in-doors nineteenth century life of 
those impetuous Franks who fought wifl'i 
Pepin in the eighth, and earlier left their 
German woods to drive the failing Roman 
power from the fertile fields of Gaul, mud'1

Julius Caesar. 
Whoever has read the 


tumultuous narrative of those wandering 
warrior tribes and has caught their char- 
acteristics, either from the glowing page 
of history or from the paintings—or their 
reproductions—in which the creative imag- 
ination of great artists has brought back 
to the eyesight of this time those pictur 
esque and commanding figures of a rudei 
and less commonplace age, will at once re 
call the striking resemblance to them, a^ 
to stature and aspect and even garb, of 
this buckskin-clad, flowing-haired product 
of our American frontier life.

dent insurance, and that possibly at such 
times, and certainly later, he rendered 
equivalent courtesies that introduced sun- 
dry Indians, ai.iong them famous chiefs if 
we remember rightly, to the disembodied 
field sports of their ''happy hunting 
grounds.'' With Ouster and Miles and 
other famous generals he shared in honor- 
able position thehazardsjandcomradeship 
of Indian campaigning,' and, when the 
Prince of Wales Jmd the Russian Grand 
Duke Alexis wished to see the wonders of 
the wild^west 
under competent] guid- 


ance. Col. Ct'dy was ^.deputed to take 
them through.' "And so. when he went to 
Europe in his capacity of American show- 
man, he met. more nearly on an equal 
footing than often happens to those not 
born to the purple, the royalties of south 
and middle Europe, und comes nearer to 
being the personal friend of princes than 
any American lias. And that he has de- 
veloped an opportunity in which the out- 
door freedom, and warlike trappings and 
associations, and hearty, vigorous plains 
life in which be was fortunately reared, 
can be substantially continued and made 
commercially profitable speaks much for 
the originality and resources ofa natural- 
ly dominant p( r^onality. Will, energy, 
ambition and endurance, with executive 
ability and an alert and vigorous mind, 
are conspicuous factors ofa life that has 
touched intimateiy the tepee of the plains 
tribes and the palaces of kings; and, since 
the lords of France, in the early days of 
Canadian settlement, alternated their liv- 
ing between the gaieties of Versailles and 
the medicine dance of the Hurons, thc:e 
has been no such all round cosmopolite 
and high roller as our own and only ''Buf- 
falo Bill.1'

Mr. Gallagher produced statistics and 
historical facts to disprove the assertions 
of old-time insurance companies that fra- 
ternal insurance cannot last, and showed 
that the idea and practice of fraternal 
insurance is over 700 years old. Gen. 
Francis A. Walker, taker of the census in 
1870 and 1880, and a well known author 
and statistician, says fraternal insur- 
ance 
will last, and 
Mr. Gallagher 


considered this pretty good authority. 
Every dollar paid in assessments by mem- 
bers of the A. O. U. W. goes to the bene- 
flciary, all the expenses being covered by 
the annual dues of the members, which 
are small. The old-line companies are in 
the business for profit, but this organiza- 
tion is purely fraternal and what is ra:d in 
goes direct to those to whom it belongs. 
There are many other organizations simi- 
lar to the A. O. U. W., and Mr. Gallagher 
pronounced them all good, so long as they 
are properly conducted. Since 1873 the 
A. O. U. W. has never failed to pay $2,000 
in response to every claim. The order 
furnishes insurance at cost and is a great 
blessing to the people who avail them- 
Hslves of its advantages. Honest and well 
informed men in the regular insurance 
business do not hesitate to pronounce it 
a good thing. 


Mr. Gallagher showed himself to be 


thoroughly conversant with the subject 
in hand and his statements were presented 
in a clear and convincing manner. He 
was heard with close attention and round- 
ly applauded at the close of his address.

It is probable Mr. Gallagher's ad- 
dress will be the means of increasing the 
membership of the lodge, which was in- 
stituted last July and now numbers nearly 
sixty members.

total of 20,000 will be shown. 
Conserva- 


tive men, however, who estimate care- 
fully, and do not alTow the "wish to be 
father of the thought," are expecting to 
see a record of between 19,000 and 19,500. 
They do not expect our population to 
equal that of Pittsfield, but think that a 
larger gain will shown here than in 
the shire city. The population at the 
last census was 16,072, so if we get over 
19,000 this time it will not be a bad show- 
ing. 


—The

—The general Memorial day committee

Pins will be given instead and all will be 
of equal value, though they may be 
marked first;, second and third, according 
to the realative merits of the speakers, or 
they may not be so marked. It was 
thought the speakers ought to have, at 
least, something that would serve as sou- 
venirs of the occasion, and the decision to 
present them with handsome pins will 
doubtless meet with acceptance. 


—Dr. Balliet, superintendent of the pub- 


lic schools of 'Springfield, visited the 
schools of this town Wednesday.

spoke very highly of their work and of- 
fered two of the teachers positions in the 
Springfield schools at better salaries than 
they are getting here. Dr. Balliet said 
the Wild West show would be worth more 
to the children today than the schools, 
which were closed to give all the children 
an opportunity to see the "big injuns" 
and divers other attractions of the show.

and parish house, both of which Mrs. Sib- 
ley liberally aided in building and in 
which she retains a deep interest. There 
must be a space of at least five feet be- 
tween the opera house and these build- 
ings and the south wall of the opera house 
must be of solid brick from foundation to 
roof, without a single opening in the form 
of a window or door. This provision will 
render the opera house wholly unobjec- 
tionable to the church without detracting 
at all from the completeness of the opera 
house. 


—There are all sjrts of comments on the 


school muddle, which still '-holds the 
fort" in spite of Buffalo Bill and every- 
thing else. A few prominent public men 
have been heard to say that the only 
proper thing for the committee to do now 
is to peremptorily close the schools and 
tender to the town their own resignations. 
Some, among them two clergymen, be- 
lieve the system is at fault and should be 
reformed. They say the duty of engaging 
and dismissing teachers should devolve 
upon the superintendent, who should 
then be held to strict accountability for 
the conduct of the Softools, and in case the 
work of the schools was unsatisfactory 
the superintendent should be removed. 
This doctrine is somewhat in line with the 
principles of our city charter and is liable 
to attract attention in the future.

synopsis of a tmn-.latiou given out by the 
apostolic legation here of au encyclical 
letter from the pope, which i* addressed to 
th<! brads of the Catholic church through- 
out the world, and is a pica for universal 
prayer looking to the unity of Christen- 
dom, 
to be offered before and on Pemecost: 


"Most worthy is the prayer which the 


church never ceases to offer to God, that 
wherever Christian people exist there 
should be one faith of mind and holiness 
of action. lu like manner we have never 
failed to nourish among Catholics that do- 
sire for union, and even now are we more 
strenuously urging it on those whom the 
church has been calling back to her fold. 


"The source from whence we are espec- 


ially to expect assistance and success for 
these designs and plans of ours is none 
other than the'Father of Mercies,'whom 
we rightly invoke and to whom it per- 
tains to illumine our minds and gra- 
ciously to turn our wills to the way of 
salvation. Catholics surely cannot fail to 
see how grave and important is the work 
we have undertaken. On it depends the 
eternal salvation of many, together with 
the spread of divine honor and the glory of 
the Ohrist'an name. 


"Xo season cnuld !)c more fltung for this 


work of piety than that in which, Icm^r 
ago, the apostle^, after our Ijord'.-, aHvti- 
sion into heaven, remained together •Per- 
severing in prayer with Mary, the Mother 
of Jesus.' awaiting the promised 'Power 
from on His'h' and 


All the fiifts and Grace*. 


" 'In the multitude of tho faithful there 


was but one heart and but one. soul.' For 
this reason we have thought it well, by 
our exhortation and call, to excite the 
piety of Catholics, that they may, follow- 
ing tlie example of the Virgin Mary and 
of the holy apostles during the nine, days 
preceding the .sacred feast of Pentecost, 
pray God with one mind and with special 
i'ervor. renewing and repeating thu ]>eti- 
tiou, 'Send fovth Thy spirit, and they 
shall be created, and Thou bhalt renew tho 
faee of the earth.' 


•Cilice 'the Holy Spirit is, above all 


things, chanty, it is greatly to be hoped 
that, the spirit of error and wickedness l)e- 
ing put down, greater and stronger har- 
mony and union of mind will prevail as 
they should among children ol' the church, 
who should do nothing in strife; should 
think the same tlmigs, and, united, should 
have the same charity. And so, perfect - 
ing our joy, may they form one strong and 
flourishing body, not in the name, only, 
but in fact. 


''From this example of Christian har- 


mony among Catholics themselves, from 
this piety in praying the, divine paraclete, 
is specially to be hoped the reconciliation 
of our separated brethren, for which we so 
earnestly labor; so that they may come to 
feel the same in themselves as in Jesus 
Chrish; and, being at last united with us 
in faith and hope, may be joined with us 
also in the 


Bonds of IVl'I'ect Thurify. 


"And now, besides the blessings which 


the faithful who respond cheerfully to our 
call will certainly and abundantly receive 
from God fo. such an activity of piety and 
fraternal love, it has pleased us to add and 
bestow the reward of sacred indulgences 
from the treasure of church. Therefore, 
to all who for nine consecutive days l>e- 
fore Pentecost either publicly or privately 
recite some special prayer fo the Holy j 
Spirit, we grant on each of those days au I 
indulgence of seven years and seven qnur- ! 
antines and a plenary indulgence on any 
j 


one of those days, or on the feast of Pente- 
cost itself, or on any day of the following 
octave; provided, having confessed their 
sins and received absolution and holy com- 
munion, they prayed God according to the 
intention which we have above expressed. 


"We further grant tothose who desire to 


repeat for eight days following Pentecost 
the same couditious that may gain both 
of the above mentioned iudttlgences. 
These indulgences may be applied to the 
souls in purgatory, find, by our authority, 
we decree and order that they shall lie 
.mutable each year for the future; those 
things being observed which are required 
by the law and custom. 


'•Given at St. Peter's, Rome, under the 


seal of tho Fisherman, the oth of May, 
ISM, in the eighteenth year of our pontifi- 
cate."

BEHRING SEA AGAIN. 


Threatening Clouds Dispelled by Eng and's 


Timely Exp.anaii.n. 


WASHINGTON", May 
23.—Ambus-sailer

just received as to the Behring sea, which 
will permit th* American authorities to 
act intelligently. 


Sir Jnlian also took occasion to clear up 


some misapprehensions as to the British 
naval vessels which will patrol Beliring 
sea. The admiralty office at London liad 
issued positive instructions for thc.detail 
of part of the Pacific squadron for a patro!

easiness of the department on this score 
has been removed. T»V conference with 
Sir Julian was very satisfactory and put 
a more favorable aspect on the Behring 
sea question.
